PEACE RIVER. 

The large number of prospectors 
who have gone to the upper waters of 
Peace River from Edmonton during 
the past few months, brings forward 
vividly the possibilities for Alberta as 
a producing district and for Edmon- 
ton as a commercial centre arising 
from the probable mineral develop- 
ment of that region. The Osienica 
diggings, which Prof. McConnell re- 
ports to have produced over a million 
dollars in coarse gold during the early 
70's, lie on the easterly slope of the 
Gold range of British Columbia; that 
is the range lying immediately west 
of and parallel te the Rockies. These 
diggings, partly on the waters of the 
Omenica, which flows into the Finlay, 
and partly ou Manson creek which 
flows into the Parsnip—which two 
rivers unite to form the Peace—rre 
not more than 50 miles southwest 
from the janction of the two streams ; 
a point which can be more cheaply 
and easily reached with supplies from 
Edmonton than from any practicable 
supply point in British Columbia. 
As to the value of the diggings them- 
selves; their working has never 
entirely ccased, and several new and 
rich strikes on the same waters have 


way, and as Edmonton is a producing 
point supplies are cheaper here. One 
great point in favor of the Edmonton 
route is the existence of 180 miles of 
excellent steamboat navigation on 
Peace river from the Crossing to the 
foot of Rocky Mountain portage, and 
the certainty of a good sleigh road, 
aud the possibility of a good wagon 
road, from Edmonton to the Crossing 
a distance of 260 miles. By the 
present route, wagon road and boat, 
freight to the Peace river crossing 
costs 5c to 6c a pound. But when 
the direct trail is completed, if hay is 
put up at convenient distances, freight 
can be put through in winter at 
current rates at 3c a pound, A 
steamer on the Peace would be able 
to land freight at the foot of Rocky 
Mountain portage for another cent. 
Two cents more should take it across 
the Rocky Mountain portage of 12 
miles and up the Peace to the junc- 
tion of the Parsnip and Finlay, 70 
miles; or ten mile, further to the 
mouth of Manson creek, which is only 
thirty milés from the diggings. This 
Jatter distance would not cost more 
than one or two cents if a wagon 
road were constructed. This would 
bring the total cost of freight from 
Edmonton to Manson creek to 
eight, seven, or possibly six cents, 
with no difficulty as to transporting 
heavy pieces, against 15c to 20c by 
present routes and with every diffi- 
culty in transporting such pieces. 

The attempt is being made to place 
a small steamer on the Peace this 
season.

There is very little doubt that this 
rush of prospectors will develop new 
finds on the Finlay branch which 
seems to be the objective point of 
most of them, and which is said to 
have a stretch of 90 miles of navigable 
water above its junction with the 
Parsnip. It is possible that the 
Peace above the Rocky Mountain 
portage and the Finlay would offer a 
profitable route for a siaall steamer, 
as weil as the part of the Peace below 
the portage. There is an unexplored 
and unprospected region for 300 miles 
northwestward from the Omenica 
diggings, in which region the Finlay 
the Skeena, the Stikine and the Black 
rivers head. If the Omenica diggings 
can be made tributary to Edmonton 
so’can the greater part of this vast 
region, from which very much is ex- 
pected during the present season, both 
by reason of the efforts of independent 
prospectors and from the railway 
engineering parties which will tra- 
verse it from the junction of the 
Parsnip and Finlay to Telegraph creek 
on the Stikine, and as well fiom 
Insp. Moodie’s party which is expected 
to take very much the same direction. 
While reaching out for the Yukon 
it is well to keep an eye on good 
things nearer home, and surely with- 
jn our reach. 


Tue Victoria Colonist, organ of the 
Turner government of British Colum- 
bia, and conservative in Dominion poli- 
tics,announces editorially that Macken- 
zie, Mann & Co., have not abandoned 
their contract with the Turner govern-

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PROM ST. JOHN, PEACE RIVER. 


Dr. Hi. L. McInnis returned from 
Fort St. John, Peace River, on Satur- 
day last. He left St John on tho 
return wip on Friday, June 10th, by 
boat and reached Peace River Cross- 
ing on Sunday evening the 12th, 
accompanied by H. Burbank and W. 
Knibbs. The distance is about 150 
miles. The water was moderately 
high. In very high water this distance 
is sometimes made during the daylight 
of one day. On the way down the 
party met seven boats tracking up the 
river between Dunvegan and St. John. 
Dunvegan is about 100 miles below 
St. John and 50 miies above the cross- 
ing. Ten or twelve parties were 
camped at the crossing, most of them 
preparing for the trip up the river. 
Dr.Potts, of the Chicago exploration 
party who was going by trail to Hnd- 
son’s Hope, was getting his outfit across 
the Peace. From Peace River Cross 
ing to Slave lake cccupied somewhat 
less than two days in a freighter’s 
wagon with about 1,000 pounds of load. 
The road was very good and the team 
trotted most of the way. Left Slave 
lake on Tuesday evening by boat and 
reached Athabasca Landing oa Thurs- 
day morning at 10am. A remark- 
ably quick trip. Remained at the 
Landing the rest of Thursday and 
started for Edmonton by stage on 
Friday morning, reaching here on 
Saturday evening, 16 days from St. 
John, a distance of at least 450 miles 
by ‘ke course taken. 


(rn the out trip Dr. McInnis left 
Edsaoton on March 24th with two 
mei: »ad 22 horses and sleghs, by way 
of Athabasca Landing, Athabasca river, 
Lesser Slave river, Lesser Slave lake, 
Peace Raver Crossing and the north 
tre 1 to St. John. He took hay and 
oats for his horses. The hay taken 
from Edmonton lasted until he reached 
Siave lake and there he purchased all 
that a team could haul, for $6, to 
‘upply the horses to Peace River 
Crossing. The snow bad gone by the 
time he reached the head of Slave lake. 
He abandoned his sleighs there and 
had his supplies freighted to Peace 
River Crossiag, about 80 miles, the 
charge being 2c a pound. This caused 
two days’ delay at Slave lake. There 
are a number of former Edmonton 
freighters now residing at Siave lake 
and working on this portage, amongst 
them W. Carson, late of the Sturgeon 
who bas 16 carts and 3 wagons; C. 
Anderson, 4 wagons; Wm. and Geo. 
Taylor, 2 wagons; Roger Ferguson, 
3° wagons; Mearon Bros and others. 
Although it was early in the spring and 
the road was at snything but its best it 
would compare favorably with the road 
between Edmonton and Ked Deer at 
the same season. The grade going 
down into the valley of Peace river is 
very long and ugly, but the freighiers 
go down without difficulty and several 
32 foot boats have been taken by wagon 
from Slave lake to Peace River. He 
crossed Peace River on the 11th of 
April, the day before the ice began to 
break up, 19 days altogether from Ed- 
monton, and 17 days actual travelling. 
A Montana party of four reached the 
crossing in sixteen days from Edmon- 
ton by the Assiniboine trail. Tie 
party lay at Peace River Crossing until 
April 29th, making pack saddles and 
fitting up packs. There was good feed 
for the horses on the hills forming the 
valley of the Peace. A large number 
of other parties were there at the same 
time fitting to go up the river to the 
Finlay, down the river to the Mac- 
kenzie, overland to St. John and the 
Finlay river and overland to the Nelson 
by way of Hay river. The parties 
preparing boats—most of them 
geing down the Pcace—-were, so far as 
Dr. McInnis can recall; Brown and 
Grose, 12 men; Peck and Matheson, 
6 men ; Major Johnsou, 24 men ; part 
of Dr. Bennett’s party, 4 men; Capt. 
Cadell, 2 men; Willis party, 25 men; 
part of Fugard party, 5 men; Dr. 
Conley, 4 men ; and five other parties 
whose names he did not learn. The 
parties going overland by the north 
trail to St. John were the Braithwaite 
party, 4 men; Good Hope Mining 
Ce., 26 men; Dr. Nicolls party, 2 men; 
Dan and Hector McRae, of Edmonton, 
and two others, 4 men ; Montana party, 
4 men ; Colorado party, 4 men; Messrs. 
Walker, Carseadden and Cinnamon, of 
Clever Bar, 5 men; Dayton, Ohio, 
party, 4 men; Bart! party, of New 
York, 4 men; Dr. McInnis and party, 
3 men. These had all reached St. 
John by May 30th. The parties going 
by way ef Hay river were Harris and 
Geddes with 50 head of cattle; Pat 
Curran party, of Chicago ; Philadelphia 
party ; Gederich, Ont., party; Color- 
ado party of 7; German party from 
Chicago; part of Dr. Bennet’s party 
from Chicago ; Osborne, Secord, Lati- 
mer and Kernohan, of Edmonton, and 
another party. 


The distance from Peace River Cross- 
ing to Fort St. John is between 150 
and 200 milee; the distance by trail 
being longer than by river. From the 
crossing to Dunvegan, 60 miles, there 
is « good cart trail through a beautiful 
prairie or park country. To go to 
Punvegan, however, would take the 
traveller somewhat out of his way, so 
the trail from the crossing to Dun- 
vegan is left some fifteen or twenty 
miles before the latter place is reached, 
and the trail from Dunvegan to St. 
Jehn is reached by a new trail across 
country. The  Dunvegan-St. John 
trail is also a good cart road through 
prairie or park country to Island lake, 
about the same distance from the 
crossing as Junvegan ie, that is about 
60 miles. From Island lake to St. 


Jobn the country is chiefly timbered 
but there are many prairie openings 
with plenty ef grass for horses. The 
timber is net heavy and the trail is now 
well defined. At the time these 
parties were passing over it the new 
grass had not yet started wellas the 
spring was very dry, and fires carelessly 
let out had burnt off considerable 
stretches of the old grass. In one case 
the burnt country extended for 25 
miles. This fire had burnt four packs 
and two horses. This made the trip 
very hard on the horses and slow pro- 
gress was made. Thi actual travelling 
time from the crossing to St. John was 
15 days, bnt Dr. McInnis and party 
did not reach the fort until May 30th. 
The trail presents no serious difficulties. 
There is very little muskeg—except in 
one place—and little or no fallen 
timber. There are, however, four very 
deep coulees to cross. Two ot these 
are near together on two brenches of 
the Clear Sky ercek which flows from 
the Clear Sky hills to the Peaze, about 
120 miles from the crossing. The 
third is beyond there and before the 
Great Muskeg is reached, and the 
fourth is the valiey of Pine river, 
about ter miles from St. John. The 
three first mentioned are about as deep 
as the valley of the Saskatchewan, 
that is about 200 feet, and the latter 
about 1,000 feet. The Pine river is 
about 50 yards wide where it is crossed 
and is generally fordable. The bank 
of the valley of the Peace in rear of 
Fort St. John is nearly as high and 
‘must be descended if the Fort is the 
objective point. If, however, it is 
intended to proceed further up the 
Peace, it is not necessary to go. down 
into the valley at St.John. Besides 
the coulees mentioned the only other 
great difliculty on the trail is the Great 
Muskeg, about forty or fifty miles from 
|St. John. This muskeg is about seven 
| miles across, but none of the parties 
found it at all difficult, as it has a solid 
bottom only a couple of feet down. 
Dr. McInnis and party were less than 
three hours in crossing it with their 
loaded pack train and only had one horse 
down during the time. For about 100 
yards at eech side, getting on and 
getting off, the muskeg is very bad, Lut 
the main part of it is good. Dr. Mce- 
Innis and party only lost one horse on 
the trip to St. John, and in that case 
the horse strangled himself while tied 
up at night. 


When the several parties reached 
| the vicinity of St. John, they passed 
on to Cache Creek, about twenty miles 
from St. John, where there is a rolling 
open country, about twenty miles wide, 
extending to Halfway river and about 
fifty miles up that river. This is an 
excellent wintering place for horses, 
and has sp'endid summer pasturage as 
well. They intended to leave their 
| horses there for a time te feed up 
before commencing the next stage of 
their journey. The Indians of the 
district have considerabie bands of 
horses which wiiter in splendid con- 
dition on this prairie. 


The Lang party with cattle were at 
St. Joha and intended to go through 
the Laurier pass at the head of Hait- 
way river to Fort Graham on the 
Finlay and thence to the Black river, 
a tributary of the Liard, where they 
intended to cut hay and winter. Four 
outfits had passed St. John during the 
winter Gn the ize and did noi stop there, 
The Braithwaite party, the Bartl party ; 
Dr. Bain and two men, of Cincinnati, 
Dr. Bensen and one man and Duniop 
and Cagwin, of the Fresno party, were | 
already or intended building boats at 
the head of the Rocky Mountain port- 
age to prospect on the Finlay, Parsnip, 
Omenica aad other streams in the 
gold range. Another part of the 
Fresno party, led by Jack Graham, had 
gone on up Halfway river, and were 
last heard from at the entrance to 
Laurier pass waiting for the snow to 
leave the pass in order to get through 
to Fort Graham on the Finlay. 


With such a large number of pros- 
pectors qn the route between Edmon- 
ton and Peace river the need of a mail 
service is very greatly felt. As ihe 
post office department does not seem 
inelined to take ,the matter in hand a 
map named Livingstone has entered 
into an ariangement whereby in con- 
sideration of $1.00 a month paid by the 
prospectors on Peace river and between 
here and there, he will carry a mail 
once a month between Edmonton and 
St. John.
